REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY. 

10th  MARCH,  1941. 


DESPITE  the  many  difficulties  caused  by  the  war,  the 
Society  has  maintained  its  work,  though  on  a  reduced 
scale.  The  Council  have  been  very  gratified  by  the  interest 
which  has  been  taken  in  the  Museum,  particularly  by  the 
Members  of  H.M.  Forces,  to  whom  the  Museum  and  Gardens 
are  open  free  of  charge. 

The  decision  to  open  the  Museum  Gardens  on  Sunday 
afternoons  has  met  with  a  much  appreciated  response,  for 
apart  from  Members  of  H.M.  Forces,  the  number  of  persons 
admitted  from  March  3rd  to  December  29th  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noons  was  1,195. 

During  the  year  a  Sub-Committee  wras  appointed  to 
consider  the  safeguarding  of  the  most  important  objects  in  the 
Society’s  Collections,  and  to  give  effect  to  such  measures  as 
the  Committee  might  deem  necessary  for  their  protection 
against  w7ar  damage.  Many  specimens  in  the  Museum  and 
Hospitium,  also  a  number  of  valuable  books  and  MSS.  from 
the  Library,  have  been  packed  and  stored.  Important  speci¬ 
mens  which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  move  have  been  pro¬ 
tected  in  situ.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  fire 
appliances  in  and  around  the  Museum  and  Hospitium,  and 
further  equipment  provided  to  make  these  more  effective. 
Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  supervision  of  the 
buildings  at  all  times  in  case  of  fires  caused  by  enemy  action. 
These  precautions  have  involved  an  expenditure  during  1940 
of  £91  14s.  6d.,  but  this  was  necessary  in  view  of  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  work  in  hand.  The  Sub-Committee  have  given 
much  valuable  time  and  consideration  to  the  difficult  task 
they  have  undertaken,  and  the  Council  wish  to  record  their 
appreciation  of  these  services. 

The  removal  or  storing  of  many  of  the  specimens  has 
curtailed  the  activities  of  the  Museum  during  the  year.  In 
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spite  of  this,  considerable  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  re¬ 
maining  Collections. 

The  Collections  or  Specimens  have  been  studied  by 
visitors  from  various  Universities  and  Museums,  and  many 
have  made  use  of  the  Library.  During  the  year  1,060  children 
from  Schools  in  the  City  attended  the  Museum  for  study  and 
instruction. 

The  Society  has  gratefully  received  many  valuable  and 
interesting  donations  to  the  Museum,  and  has  acquired  the 
unique  collection  of  negatives  and  lantern  slides  of  the  late 
Mr.  William  Watson.  It  is  hoped  that,  in  spite  of  present 
difficulties,  the  friends  of  the  Society  will  keep  in  mind  our 
needs  for  coins,  tokens,  medals  or  bank  notes,  especially  those 
of  local  origin.  We  are  also  anxious  to  build  up  a  collection  of 
naval  and  military  medals  and  decorations. 

Lectures  alternated  with  documentary  Films  were  de¬ 
livered  or  shown  in  the  Tempest  Anderson  Hall  during  1940. 

The  Council  desire  to  thank  the  Honorary  Curators  for 
their  services  during  the  year. 

The  Council  have  to  record  the  impending  retirement  of 
Dr.  Walter  E.  Collinge  who  has  been  Keeper  of  the  Yorkshire 
Museum  since  March,  1921.  Dr.  Collinge  came  to  us  from  the 
University  Museum,  St.  Andrews,  with  an  experience  gained 
in  a  successful  scientific  career,  which  knowledge  he  has  placed 
to  the  full  to  the  benefit  of  the  Museum.  He  found  a  serious 
task  awaiting  him,  and  successfully  reorganized  the  Museum 
and  its  collections. 

Many  important  additions,  selected  with  care  and  dis¬ 
crimination,  have  been  made  to  the  Museums  during  Dr. 
Collinge’ s  Keepership,  and  his  opinion  and  advice  have  always 
been  willingly  given  on  the  numerous  finds,  local  and  other¬ 
wise,  which  have  been  brought  to  his  notice. 

Dr.  Collinge  has  written  extensively  on  many  subjects 
relating  to  natural  history,  and  his  exceptional  knowledge  of 
wild  birds  and  their  feeding  habits  has  been  much  valued  as 
is  evident  by  the  fact  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Wild  Birds 
Advisory  Committee  (Scotland)  and  an  honorary  or  life  mem¬ 
ber  of  many  societies  both  at  home  and  abroad. 


The  Council  and  Members  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Collinge  for 
his  work  at  the  Museum,  and  hope  that  he  will  have  many 
years  of  happiness  during  his  retirement. 

In  succession  to  Dr.  Collinge  the  Council  have  appointed 
Mr.  Reginald  Wagstaffe  who  has  had  a  very  wide  experience 
in  Museum  work,  having  held  appointments  in  the  Natural 
History  Department  of  the  University  Museum,  Cincinnati, 
The  Liverpool  Museum,  The  Leicester  Museum  and  Art  Gallery, 
and  since  1934  the  Curatorship  of  the  Stockport  Municipal 
Museums. 

At  the  Yorkshire  Museum,  with  its  wealth  of  material, 
Mr.  Wagstaffe  will  have  ample  scope  for  the  scientific  know¬ 
ledge  and  administrative  ability  which  he  possesses,  and  the 
Council  feel  sure  that  Mr.  Wagstaffe  will  receive  the  welcome 
and  support  of  all  the  Members  when  he  takes  up  his  duties 
on  1st  April  next. 

Finance. — The  recommendations  made  to  the  Council  bv

the  Finance  Sub-Committee  were  put  into  effect,  and  resulted 
in  a  credit  balance  on  ordinary  income  and  expenditure  of 
£430  12s.,  as  against  a  debit  balance  in  1939  of  £8S  18s.  3d. 
After  paying  £85  11s.  6d.  to  the  Abbey  Fund  and  various  other 
items,  including  £169  13s.  2d.  for  a  new  Boiler  in  the  Museum, 
there  remained  a  balance  of  £91  2s.  4d.  which  reduces  the  debit 
balance  of  £308  8s.  brought  forward  from  1939  to  £217  5s.  8d. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  print  the  Accounts  this  year  as  a 
measure  of  economy.  The  Accounts  will  be  posted  in  the  Hall, 
and  any  member  may  see  the  Audited  Accounts  on  application 
at  the  office. 

The  Council  deeply  regret  to  have  to  record  the  passing 
of  the  following  members  : — 

Mr.  Arthur  Hurst,  on  January  16th,  aged  82  years. 
Elected  a  member  of  the  Society  in  1889,  appointed  to  the 
Council  in  1915,  Honorary  Curator  in  Ceramics  since  1917,  and 
Vice-President  since  1930.  He  bequeathed  to  the  Society  part 
of  his  magnificent  collection  of  Yorkshire  Pottery  and  Silver 
Plate,  and  an  annuity  of  £20  for  the  upkeep  of  the  same. 

Dr.  John  L.  Kirk,  on  February  26th,  aged  70  years,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Society  for  many  years,  and  in  1938  was 
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elected  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Society.  As  an  antiquary 
he  was  well  known  in  Yorkshire. 

Mr.  James  R.  Ogden,  F.S.A.,  on  April  13th,  aged  73  years, 
an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Society  since  1936.  He  was 
greatly  interested  in  Excavations  in  the  East,  particularly  in 
those  lands  connected  with  Biblical  history,  and  gave  some 
fascinating  lectures  to  our  members  on  his  travels  to  these 
countries. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Elmhirst,  on  June  24th,  aged  82  years. 
Elected  a  member  of  the  Society  in  1892,  and  to  the  Council  in 
1893.  From  1897  to  1913  he  acted  as  Joint  Honorary  Secretary 
with  the  late  Dr.  Tempest  Anderson.  Honorary  Secretary  1914 
to  1935,  Vice-President  1917  to  1940,  and  a  Trustee  from  1901 
to  1935.  He  was  a  generous  supporter  of  the  Society,  and 
made  many  valuable  donations  to  the  Museum. 

Mr.  Charles  J.  Bex,  in  July,  aged  74  years.  He  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Society  in  1924,  and  served  on  the 
Council  from  1927  to  1930. 

Mr.  William  Watson,  on  August  26th,  aged  83  years. 
He  entered  the  service  of  the  Society  in  1872,  being  appointed 
Sub-Curator  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum  in  1917.  In  February, 
1922,  Mr.  Watson  completed  fifty  years'  service  with  the 
Society,  having  served  under  five  Keepers  of  the  Museum,  and 
retired  in  April,  1933.  He  rendered  special  assistance  to  the 
Geological  Department,  and  his  ability  as  a  skilled  photo¬ 
grapher  and  lanternist  was  well  known.  For  many  years  he 
was  responsible  for  the  registration  of  the  Meteorological 
records  of  the  Society. 

By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council  Mr.  John  Allan,  M.A., 
F.S.A.,  Keeper  of  Coins  and  Medals  in  the  British  Museum, 
London,  W.C.l,  and  Mr.  Philip  Corder,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  Curator 
of  the  Verulamium  Museum,  St.  Albans,  were  elected  Honorary 
Members. 

Field  Naturalists'  Section. — In  spite  of  black-out 
conditions  a  series  of  evening  meetings  was  arranged  for  the 
early  months  of  the  year,  and  these  were  successful  and  well 
attended.  Summer  rambles  and  excursions  were  not  arranged 
owing  to  war  conditions.  For  the  autumn  session  alternate 
meetings  were  held  at  the  Museum  and  at  St.  Peter's  School 
in  conjunction  with  the  School  Scientific  Society. 
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By  the  death  of  Mr.  William  Watson  the  section  has  lost 
an  Honorary  Member  who  for  so  many  years  was  the  official 
lanternist  and  who  always  took  a  great  interest  in  the  Members 
and  the  work  of  the  Section.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  the 
resignation  of  our  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  George  Machin,  had 
to  be  accepted  owing  to  his  failing  health.  Mr.  Machin  had 
held  the  office  of  Hon.  Treasurer  for  some  twelve  years  and 
had  managed  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Section  most  ably. 
As  a  token  of  regard  Mr.  Machin  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Member. 

The  number  of  active  members  in  the  Section  is  consider¬ 
ably  reduced,  amounting  only  to  68  subscribing  members. 

Ten  Lectures  and  Meetings  were  held  during  the  year.
